The 1’nrk Horne anil How to Breeil Him. 


(From W&llMW'a Monthly.] 

Tlir question, “Wbat in the Park Horae f must be auewered before 
we can nay utiythlng about how to breed hltn. We think we cannot 
uoewcr thin question better or more concisely than bv referring to and 
copyiug uu advertisement which appear# in thin number. Thin adver¬ 
tisement wus prepared bv un at the solicitation of the advertiner. and Is* 
unread before the public lu good fultb. 

•*A geutletnan about to form ail establishment for breeding elegant 
Coach aud Park Horses, wautn a nialllon mutable to be placed at 
itn head. He muat be nixteeu bnmln blah, and w« igh from l.ltlO to I,2ff0 

K urin wheu in ordinary couditiou. He munt be lengthy and hbKnl- 
lu form, ami bis stylo and carriage munt be lofty and Imposing, 
lie muni have the finish of the best thoroughbred, aim the traopluess, 
spirit, and docility of the bent Morgan. A large coarse head auu ear are 
Insuperable objections, lu beauty, balance and proportions, and lu 
grandeur of style aud appearauce. he must need no modification*. A 
good, bright bay, with a mar in ihe preferable color. Hi* action munt 
he high, and bin speed equal to a mile iu three and a half minute*, or 
twelve mile* uu hour witu a loud behind him. It In the horte aud not 
the pedigree that In wanted ; but whatever may be his blood, it must be 
fully-established. If be possesses astroug Infusion of trotting or raclug 
blood, so much the better.” 

We offer tbin as a coudenned explanation of what we mean by the 1 arlc 
Horne, aud all that we would care to add here in. that he should Inherit 
ut> nnsouudtiesfl that might he considered hereditary from any of hm 
linen of ancentry. Here we have the description in a nut shell, aud if 
we were disponed to add to It we would say he in everybody's home, 
and the horse that suit*everybody; or. In other word*, he in the farmer's 
coll and the rich rnau'n horse, lie will eat no more aud do all the work 
of any other colt, lie is in every way an well nutted for common farm 
drudgery, sud will do just an much of it an bin strong but homely 
mate, ami wheu mature will brln£ live hundred or a thounaud dollars 
Tor the fashionable parks of our great cities; while hln mate, junt an 
strong and ncrvlcable, will briug but one tenth or one lifth of that *uu». 
aud will take bin place an a common mucInner in the street cam or lu 
some butcher's or expressman s cart. Ho far an we may consider 
strength, actiou, soundness, aud service, the one is Just as valuable an 
the other, and for purely agricultural purposes, the one in no better 
(ban the other; but wheu we consider their adaptability to a specific 
purpose, the one brlugn at leant live times as much an the other. The 
diffidence lu the price of the home does not grow out of long ami often- 
times rascally trainers bills, aud boots, and sulkies, amt harness, and 
the multiplied paraphernalia of the race course and training stable, but 
niuiply out of superior elegance of form aud carriage. 

“A thing of beauty In u Joy forever.” 

Aud iu breeding for other purposes, this great clement lu the popular¬ 
ity and price of a horse has been neglected, till In all the fashionable 
strains of race horses, and all the multiplied families of trotters, we 
have not on the contiueut to day u single family of Park Homes that 
we cuu look to as a source of supply for the wants of those who like 
and can support an elegant turn-out. Speed will always have its dev¬ 
otees, mid there will always o« those ready to purchase at a high price 
any home that has speed euotigh to beat his neighbor. It makes but 
kittle* difference what bln si/e or what bin quality, no that he cau get to 
tile cud of the mile first. Thin ambition for speed has, unfortunately, 
-wallowed up every other purpose, and we dud io day many of the 
most popular aud successful trotting siren without form or comeliness, 
and uoilliug te he desired iu them, except, merely that their progeuy 
can go fast. It is true that some few have attempted to combine speed 
with beauty and elegauce of form, but if speed was certainly there. 
b«<auty wan soon iguored. and If there was no speed, the home sank iti- 
tn neglect and obscurity, for the lutter element, beauty, wan not in 
sufficiently strong combination to make its way alone. It In cert iluly 
possible com blue great speed with great beauty aud elegauce of form, 
ami at the same time briug the animal up to the requl-itc size; but we 
arc not aware that all these have been accomplished lu any latnily. or 
perhaps in auy individual. The truth is. we muni breed for a purpose, 
wuatever that purpose may be. Instead of making beauty and elegauce 
a mere subnidary aim to speed, we must reverse tne order in producing 
the i‘ark Horse. If he has speed so much the better, but elegance auu 
size ire absolutely ludisueiisable. and must always occupy the ffr.-t 
place iu the purpose and choice of the breeder. 

The question uow comes up from ail quarters, where are We to get 
the home that tills the requirements of the bill? We do uot merely 
suppose this question will he a-ked. for we know from the several colls 
that have already beeu made upon us for informutiou. both persoually 
aud by letter, that the hub of the matter Is right here. In these iu 
qUirien aud counultutiou* we are greatly surprised at the almost univer¬ 
sal idea that we must send abroad (or the stock from which to produce 
this very desirable animal, uus thinks we can best get from the Orl- ff 
family; another looks to I lie Cleveland Bay of Euglaud; another in 
quires about the ilauoverian horse of the continent; and still another 
wonders what might be produced from the Percherou after a few gen¬ 
erations of judicious crosstug upon our lighter stock. We have been 
consulted uimui all these, aud there may be a do/.eu other sources of 
supply to which meu are looking; for it is an unfortunate fact iu our 
American fancies, that we are di-posed to look over a better animal at 
home, aud choose mu Inferior one arcoss the water; and it is addition¬ 
ally unfortunate that so many of our people conclude that because an 
ntiliiml is imported, he must therefore be of superior quality. 

The Cleveland Bay has practically Ceased to lie a distinct variety. 
Geuerutionsago.be was recognized iu Yorkshire and the Midland 
counties of Euglaud, as a breed possessing certain well-defined char¬ 
acteristics. among which was his uniform color, which was a light or 
yellow hay. rather t .an w hat is uow called a deep blood bay. lie was 
large and stroug, with a tetmeury to be narrow in the chest, aud ul 
though he hud uu elegaut bead and neck, be lacked the important qual 
Ity of action. To remedy this family defect, the mares of the breed 
were pul to thoroughbred hor-es. aud the fillies thus produced were 
pul buck agaiu to tbe thoroughbred, and where these crosses were 
Judiciously made, the result was an elegaut aud very stout hunter in 
many instances, aud the failures were sold for tbe price of ordinary 
umchiner*. Many specimuu* of this family have beeu brought to this 
Country at different titties. One of the best was owued ou l*»u" Isluud, 
but unfortunately dieu after makin*'the seasou of 1K30. He left one 
sou, that wus kept on the island (ill he was five years old. aud then 
made a gelding. Tuis son was the sire of the dam of the Clay horse 
Iron Bute, that went to Kentucky, ami his cross is in other pedigrees 
of some very good uuituu *. We think another of this breed was 
brought over by an uhio Importing compauy about 1840. but we have 
no specific knowledge of him or bis progeny. Iu 1852, the Hon. W. C. 
itives, of Virginia, brought home a yearling colt of this breed, which he 
pit Trout ihe imperial stud of France, Whittier hi* dam bad beeu taken 
ti foal frotn Kugluud. He was kept lu Albemarle County, Va., and 
made the seasou of 1880 iu Kentucky. We know hut little of the horse 
or hie qualities, but it )* said he could trot lu 2:40 or better. Ou bis 
pas-age from Virginia to Kentucky, be made a stop of some time at or 
near Parkersburg, West Virginia, aud we have heard of a few of his get 
there that were very excellent. This burse was called fimperor. and if 
some of our friend* who knew him well will furnish us a careful de¬ 
scription of bin), we think It would be of great Interest to our readers, 
especially in the light of the qutstluu we are now discussing. If we 
are correct in ortr estimate of his speed, he is an exception to hts family 
und breed, and we may trace to him in some line that would be satis¬ 
factory aud valuable. 

We ku.»w but little, practically, of the Orloffs, and from that little we 
can hardly bo mistaken in the couclusiou that they have beeu bred for 
speuo alone for generations, and like our American race horses aud 
trotters, there is lio established physical tjpe among 
them. There cau be but little doubt that there are 
some fine specimen* of *t)le’ and elegance, but we think 
they are generally under the requisite size. It Ib altogether prob¬ 
able that good results would eusue-to >otn« of the families of our Amer¬ 
ican trotters by engrafting a little well-chosen Orlotf blood upou them, 
but we tuiuk there is no use in looking in that direction for the ele¬ 
ments out of which to produce the Park Horse, for we have already far 
better elements at home. Still we would not discourage some of our 
weallby geutleiucu from trying the experiment. 

The tlauovartan Horse is much in vogue about Paris, w»* are told, for 
the stylish turnouts of that gay city. In a receut letter we are assured 
they are of good slxe aud possess great beauty, with elegant heads set 
ou very fine uec»s. Hut they are nut a breed, being simply iln* result 
of successful crosses of the English race-horse on the very large flue 
mares of the country. It in reasonable to conclude that the best speci¬ 
men# would And a market where the would bring the most money, aud 
oar correspondent cornea to his conclusions strongly In their.favor from 
these choice specimen* that have thus come under Ids eye on the Paris¬ 
ian Boulevards. It is prebabie the region where they are bred may pos¬ 
sess a good share of large, well formed mares, aud it Is probable, also, 
that they are ;<ppr« elated and kept for the purpose of producing these 
tine park h ones from thoroughbred stallions. But It is certain loere is 
no eeiahllshcd breed in that or any other country of Europe that would 
fill the requirement# here demanded. 

The most fantastic aud ludicrous of all the Ideas as to bow the Park 
Horse is to be produced. Is thst which inskcs the great massive eighteen 
hundred poond IV rr. heron hi* progenitor A few weeks ago two of 
these horses were sold to Tennessee, and the editor of a co- temporary

thus casts the horoscope of their future greatness; “They will produce 
tlu rc it class of general purpose horses, invaluable to those who look 
for utility rather than speed, while the results of the secoud cross will 
be carriage ho see of unrivaled excellence.” We confess to having 
very little patience with this kind of leaching, although it may come 
from a friend. We are utterly unakle to conceive why any aane man 
would get one of these great mountains of superfluous flesh, and the 
mops which cover his feet, and undertake to breed It all away In a se¬ 
ries of generations, in order, at last. to arrive at the carriage-horse. 
This is specially Incomprehensible to us. when we cooslder Tennessee 
as the theatre ou wbl h this transforming process is to take place. Is It 
true that the great cluiusy Percherou is yet to add elegance and fltilsh to 
the illustrious descendeut* of the great Leviutbau? Aud is It true that 
the grand old horse. Imp. Bonnie >cotland, has lived to see all his lau- i 
rels plucked from his majestic brow by a lubberly cart-horse? No, no; 
the truth Is, the more Tennessee dabbles with the blood of the Perche- 
ron, the farther she will get away from the Pork coach-horse ; aud. our 
editorial frieud, to the contrary notwithstanding, we do uot believe 
there is a breeder lu that great State who does uot allow that. All this 
kiud of talk is simply nrincoievous, provided there (s still living any 
such great fools as to believe it. The Percherou Is a grand horse for hts 
purpose, but that purpose Is to move immense weights at a slow rate of 
speed, aud the moiueut you undertake to make anything else out of 
him, you spoil a cipital neavyriraft horse, aud have nothing left III his 
place.

l u-soaiMlnoss of Wind. 


Nothing more serious can be alleged against a horse thau defective 
respiratory power. The auiiuul'H capability of working with com¬ 
fort to himself aud satisfaction to his owner, depends so entirely upon 
the perfect performance of his respiratory fuuciious, that the slightest 
defect Is of importance, auu no quulific ilions can be accepted in coin 
peusutiou for uusouudaess of wiud. It is quite true that a hauler is 
occasioi ally fouud capable of doing his work well, notwithstanding 
that he may “make a noise,” but such animals, however good they may 
he, cannot, be expected to Inst, aud the owuer would hardly expect bis 
horse to do as well uext season as he did tbe last, uor. indeed, to' go ou 
at all, unless the greatest care were exercised lu his management dur¬ 
ing the summer. 

Hacks and harness horses are not so much damaged os hunters are, 
by the existence of any defect in the wind, but even when an animal is 
uot required to pu’ forth all his powers, unsounduess of the respiratory 
organs is a great defect, aud very materially lessens bis value. 

In the chrouic disorders of the breathing powers will defend ou the 
nature und extent of the disease ; but, under all circumstances, a horse 
which is affected with auy form of derangement of the breathing appu 
ratus is legally unsound. Disputes may arise as to the date of origiu 
of the disease, or the effect produced • u the auimal's working capacity; 
but uo question will arise as to the fact of unsoundness, when it can im¬ 
proved that (here is any nbuormul sound produced in respiration, 
whether it be whistling, roaring, or auy other sound which differs from 
the ordiuary noise made iu healthy respiration. From this connection, 
however, we may exempt the noise known os “high blowing" or llutter- 
iug-a peculiar sound which certain horses acquire a habit of making 
by a peculiar actiou of the sides of tbe pouch, at the eutrauce of the 
nose, kuowu as the “false nostrils.” lu the first instance it is most 
probable that the sound made is entirely voluntary, and expressive of 
courage or excitement; but after a time it may become automatic, and, 
although the animal could control It, he Is unconcious of tbe occur¬ 
rence. 

The souud inndc by a “ high blower M is quite distinct from roaring 
or whistling, aud the practical muu has uo difficulty iu distinguishing 
the tone* which are produced under the different circumstance*; but it 
must be confessed that some “high blowers" make a most alarming 
noise, and there is no difficulty In understanding that a tyro might hes¬ 
itate to accept such an animal as a souud one. Still, observation is iu 
favor of the idea that horses which are addicted to the habit are, more 
commonly thau uot. distinguished by the possession of remarkable res¬ 
piratory power. As a matter of taste, the habit may be objectionable; 
nut no ground exists for suggesting that a horse which iudulgc* iu it 
can he classed among unsound animals. 

Practically it may be, and iu most cases is. Important to decide how 
long the defect bus existed, aud to wbut extent it interferes with the 
horse's capabilities. Ou these points the character of the sounds 
emitted will afford some information. Occasionally an acute attack of 
catarrh will be associated with so much thlckeuiLg of tbe mucous mem¬ 
brane of the ooetril or larynx as to cause roaring or whistling when the 
animal is compelled to move quickly; and. os the noise may disappear 
with the acute disease which caused it, the careful examination of the 
horse with the view to discover the existence of any cause for the defect 
is very essential. It does not, of course, follow that roaring which Is 

f troduced by un ordinary cold should cease when the cold is cured; but 
i often does, and therefore the discovery of the signs of catarrh should 
Induce the examiner to withhold a positive opinion us to the perma¬ 
nency of the unsoundneee of the wind. 

Chrouic cough is often associated with roarlug and whistling, aud it 
is not always possible to determine which was the original affection, 
nor Is It a matter of much consequence, as the saniu kiud of Irritatlou 
which causes one will be equal to tbe production of the other. Chrouic 
cough does exist in many cases independently of abnormal sounds In 
the breuthlng; and if this cough be allowed to go on unchecked, roaring 
is very likely to be added to it. 

Sometimes roaring or whistling assumes a peculiar form which may 
be termed iutermitteut; that la to say, a horse which i* a decided roar¬ 
er one week or one day may be free from the defect the next. Thla 
fact mav be difficult to explain, but several very marked iustaucea of 
tbe kind have c-one under our notice, and have given rise to much con 
fusion of opinion among professional and practical meu. The frequent 
occurrence of roaring in young horses after a catarrhal attack cau*e» 
much apprehension among horse owner* when a horse shows signs of 
becoming chronic, aud the question is frequently asked, what Is the 
best method of treatment for the prevention of the unsoumlnes^r The 
question Is not easy to answer satisfactorily, as experiuce has 
shown that there i« no specific for cluonic cough which can 
be relied ou in all cases. The compound of iodide with 
sulphur or potassium have proved advantageous in many iostuuces; 
but a careful sy*tem of dieting aud stable uiaiiugmcut has more to do 
with the cure thau medical treatment. It la Impossible to say exactly 
what amouut of corn aud hay u horse should have dally under such cir¬ 
cumstance*; but. in general terms, the food should be of tbe best 
quality, and moderate in quantity—proportioned, lu fact, to the amouut 
of work which l* doue. Regular exercise in esseutial; to keep n horse 
two days In a stable, und then ride or drive ltliu u long journey, is pre¬ 
cisely the way to Increase tbe mischief; und yet sometbiug of this kiud is 
often done by grooms, who would consider themselves unfairly used If 
thev were charged with the ignorance which they display. Coarse prov¬ 
ender of any kind, and esiH.'clally *traw which horses will generally eat 
freely wheu it is within'their reach—Is to be carefully avoided ; and. 
with this Intent, Ihe constant use of the muzzle is often an essential 
part of the treatment of chronic cough. Linseed mashes are very valu¬ 
able udjuucla to Ihe ordtnnry diet, and lend to keep tbe bowels lu order. 
Water should always be kept wlthlti the horse's reach, that he may uot 
get Into the habit of drinking large quantities at one time. 

Medicine may generally be given In the food, either moist or dry. 
Twenty grains or iodide of sulphur, or half a drachm of iodide of potaa 
siutn, with two druchms of bicarbonate of potash, tnay be administered 
every other day, and continued for a considerable period. 

Uuuutcr-lrritattoii to the throat I* sometimes useful, ami thu setou Is 
to lie preferred to blister or stimulating liniments; the latter, however. 
Is the only remedy which can be used If the horse he kept at hi* ordi¬ 
nary work ilnring thu treatment London Field.

l,u,Mtt impossible for the heart to do his work, consequently the blood 
incomes congested, and iullatmnatlou ensues, as lu pueuiuoula, etc. 

ttie most novel lltuetratlou of the engorgement of blood, Is au 
^er-fed thrashing machine. The moment the machine is overfed, the 
cylinder rumble* aud roars until the obstacle Is removed; then the 
tthcol* move freely, aud the thing Is all right. The same action lu 
use union la; the luug Is eugorgea with blood, the ulr cells are partially 
»l«>pi>ud up, aud auscultation soou discovers u grating or crepitating 
, 0 ii ud, showing the engorgement of blood, the same as with the thrash 
jug machine. Lessen the amount of feed or blood, and the arterial 
action will assume a more natural and dlstluct motion, the pulse aud 
foyer lessen, aud the Inflammation gradually abates. The same iu phre- 
tin, ouly to a far greater exteul. Therefore, your treatment for phrt- 
at/hr, or mad staggers, should be. first bleeditig to the full extent, eveu 
uutil the animal reels and falls from loss of sireuglh. Thfs is as ueces 
„*ry in this disease as food la In health. The next item, which 
must follow immediately after the bleeding, is to give 
about two dracbuis of tartar emetic, immediately followed 
hy a string physic ball with clysters aud back raking. This 
peat meat, (for no other Is any good), must be promptly resorted to, 
or the horse will die a terrible death; aud should he followed by a run at 
grass; keeping dowu the plethoric condition of the horse, will In most 
rases prove u safe aud reliuble euro. A horse once uifccted with this 
disease will generally have a return, If not properly handled, fed ou 
light food, aud kept at work. \V, E. Wadamh, V. S. 


What ai<k Mallbndkbs and Sallendsum?— Mallenders aud sallend- 
ers are oue und the same thing, ouly located in different parts. It is a 
kind of foul or dirty scurf attended with a few scabs of a thin charac¬ 
ter. ihe skiu underneath being stiff and unyielding; the cause is wash 
lug the horse's legs and allowing nature to dry them. The treatment 
most effectual is applying an ointment twice a day, composed of oint 
incut of acetate of lead, two ounces, and 15 drops of creosote; but If the 
part* remain a little stiff, apply glycerine freely. W. E. \V., V. 8.

Enftllah Setter*. 


(From “The Better." by K. Laverack.] 

Of all aportlng dogs perhapa there are none more generally uaefol, 
beautiful and sagacious than the setter. 

1 am not alone In my opinion, for Daniel, In hta ‘Rural Sport,' aaya. 
Their nosea are undoubtedly superior, tbelr feet more durabl- • V 
and 'are to be preferred to the pointer.* 

Now I do not for one Inatant Intend to detract from the merits of the 
noble-looking pointer, or any other breed the shooter may fancy; lint 
being strictly a setter man. lam ante my readera will pardon me if I 
prefer my favorite claea to any other. 

That the letter la the moat generally uaefnl of ahootlng-doga I fancy 
few will deny, being poeeeaaed of more lasting powers of endurance, 
therefore better adapted for all localltlea and weathers. 

The setter can aland cold or beat alike; the hair on hla feet and be I 
tween hla toea allows him to hunt rough cover aa well aa the apanlet. In 
fact, the setter la but an improved apanlel. 

There la no doubt that good-bred aettere are quite as keen of nose as 
pointers; and are. If you choose, excellent water-dogs and retrievers, 
which la aeldom the case with pointers. 

I am of opinion that all setters have more or less originally sprung 
from our various strains of spaniels, and I believe most breeders of 
any note agree that the Better la nothing more than the setting spaniel 
Improved. , , 

How the aetti*r attained hla sufficiency of point la difficult to account 
for. and which I leave to wiser beads than mine to determine. 

The setter la aald. and acknowledged by authorities of long standing, 
lobe of greater antiqnltv than the pointer; if this la the case, and 
which I believe it to be. the setter cannot at Aral have been crossed 
with the pointer to render him what he la. , ,, 

l have fong had the Idea that doge carefully bred together, carefully 
educated, and carefully shot over, that their Instinct and sagacious 
ness has developed and Increased; that a clever dog imparls his 
cleverness and peculiarities to hla progeny. Man has become what he 
Is by study, observation, thought, and education. Why should not the 
dog. bv careful training. Improve likewise? 

If I may so term It. It is the force of sympathy and constantly breed 
Ing from the aame good stralu that, has made all sporting doga what 
they are. To make my meaning clearer. It Is my opinion that a breed 
of dogs carefully tutored, generation after generation, acquire from 
habit and usage an innate predisposition to hunt intuitively, which 
causes them to be superior to dogs whose faculties have not been so 
developed and cultivated, or In other words, imparted an Inborn good 

A great controversy haa been going on of late years as to whether our 
breed of setters are better or equal to those of the olden time. I am 
decidedly of the opinion they are not. No man living can judge so 
well If this statement is correct or not, as that noted old sportsman, 

H. Ramsay. J. P., Derwent Villa, Tyneside, who has shot from boy 
hood over all the wastes and wilds of the border conntles. from Chris 
tenbury Cralga to Keelder Castle and Mounaey Know, decidedly the 
very best localities In the United Kingdom for black game and wild 
shooting. He Is yet so noted for his skilled sight, though over eighty- 
two years of age, that the Duke of Northumberland went purposely to 
witness a man of his age ahoot without the aid of glasses, and so pleased 
was his Grace at this patriarchal sportsman's skill, that he took a grouse 
to the castle to show nla guests. , . .. . . 

With the exception of a few kennels of choice blood, and which have 
been moat carefully guarded, I fear, nay I am sure, the Better has 
greatly degenerated and mongrellxed. , A . . . ., 

I make tnia statement because I have seeu most of the breeds of for¬ 
mer days, and having paid great attention, aud very closely observed 
them, can remember many superior specimens to numbers of those I 
see at present , . . ... 

This degeneration has partly been caused by the carelessness or the 
modern sportsman. There are also other causes; the now fashionable 
system of driving and not using dogs so much aa formerly is one; the 
habits of game having altered, that Is. become moro wild aud unap 
proachable from their being more shooters, less cover; a greaterpopu a- 
tlon is another; but the chief cat se of all is bv inattention and promis¬ 
cuous aud Injudicious crossing, and not retaining purity of blood. 

This Is the cause of the decay of that magnificent species of dog the 

Ir As ^instance I may remark, that if I had not kept my breed of Blue 
Heltons’ pure, this rare old strain would have degenerated in a suni 

'^Whwn'my dog 'Dash' was first exhibited as a specimen of the ’Blue 
Ifelton/ I believe moat of the public and Judges had never seen the 
breed.

BY AUNOLD BUBOES. 

In determining prises for future shows and trials, the chief consider 
stiou should be to provide what is most needed to induce the consum¬ 
mation which such exhibitions are designed to effect, vis.: the develop¬ 
ment of nn Improved aud superior breed of dogs. Indirectly, onr pres¬ 
ent prize system may lead to the same end, but certainly some changes 
cm he Introduced to advantage. Gog breeding 1 b no different in geu- 
cnil principles from the cultivation of any other race; so wo can apply 
to It the same incentive which is naturally most stimulating to other 
hreedere, and that Ib a special breeders prize. 

it is well enough to give cups for Lbe best dog of each class. These 
have a two fold good influence, viz.; that of promoting a general interest 
in exhibitions, by Inducing men who own only one dog to exhibit him. 
and of making superior merit desirable by rewarding it when shown; 
but such prises nre limited in their effect. The owner of one dog is sel¬ 
dom a breeder, and at most he cannot he nn extensive breeder, so that 
the great class of sportsmen who are looking for flue animals will be 
but little beneflUea by the produce of his kennel. Through such small 
channels, the supply must, of necessity, pass out slowly, and too great 
length of time elapse before this can he widely disseminated. If the 
blood which has been imported is better than that from native stock, 
it should be made available to all, and thin can only be done hy exten¬ 
sive breeding. We do not mean that prixes should be given for the 
largest uuinber or dogs shown by any one exhibitor, for this may de¬ 
pend upon the resources or facilities of the individual, hut that a cup 
should he given and the entries limited to doge bred by the exhibitors 
themselves. This will create a special Interest which does 
not now exist, yet which will not detract from thosealready established. 
As the matter now stands, entries for any prixe may become the prop¬ 
erty of uu exhibitor by purchase, gift, or importation, and be may have 
done nothing for the general Improvement of our dogs, beyond showing 
bis preference for blood by paying bia money for it. We say let those 
general prizes stand, but create also special classes from which all dogs 
not bred by those wbp enter them shall be excluded. 

Claaaea for these ap^plal prise* 'Should be open to all breeders.no 
matter whether believe!* In Imported or native blood. No amount of 
argument in favor of one or the other stock will make oue half the con¬ 
verts that fair competition, with its results, will obtain. A great inter¬ 
est in foreign blood bos sprung np, but its advocates cannot expect 
their choice to win popular sanction, unless the dugs sostain themselves 
when tried against all others. The experiment Is a costly one, and If it 
is to result in failure, the sooner this is knowu the better it will be for 
all concerned; but if, on the other baud, importers are correct in their 
deductions, and the same law which regulates other breeding applies 
equally to this, the quicker the fact is proved, the more speedy and 
general will be the improvement, hence, the men most interested should 
be the first to ssk for open and unprejudiced competition. 

Prizea of the kind we buve named need not be limited to shows, for 
they are equally applicable to Held trials. We lately advised the doua 
Hon of a champion Acid trial cap by the Tennessee Association, to be 
run for ut the next Memphis meeting, and we so worded our sugges¬ 
tion that this was practically a breedera' prixe, for though It appears 
necessary to bold this open to all at first. In order to prevent Us being 
limited to a few men wuo are now breeders. We suggested that after 
It had been once woo by any persou, he should be required to defend 
it or contend for it thereafter, with either the dog which first won it for 
him or one of his own breeding. As tbc conditions suggested require 
the cup to be won ot three successive yearly trials before it became the 
absolute property of auy person, the clause in relation to breedlug will 
almost certainly be called into active exercise, end the object we had 
in view, vlx.: the establishment of a breeders' prixe for champion dugs, 
will be effected. 

Next ia importance to the gift of good new prizea, comes the aboli¬ 
tion of tboee old ones which practically defeat their own Intent, it 
may seem strange that this can be the cose, bat we think that If any 
prize creates special dissatiefaettou and frequently induces real Injus¬ 
tice Ha effect is baI rather thin good. Of such nature do we deem 
sweepstakes cups-those given “tor the best dog of any breed exhib¬ 
ited " These prizes brlug into direct competition doge of different 
breeds and such as should, consequently, lie Judged by very different 
standards. In this class all come together, aud the qacBtion of course 
It whether one animal is a belter represeuuitlve of bis particular blood, 
than another of bis. To decide this it Is necessary that the Judges be 
men who kuow equally well all breeds of dogs, aud who are eullrely 
without prejudice in favor ot any one. Few men tn this country can 
say this Almost without exception the best posted men, those best 

? instilled to Judge different clauses when not In competition, have some 
avorite breed, and this choice renders them incompetent because 
blaeed judges when the prize It a sweepstakes. 8o far as our experience 
has gone we cannot recall a single sweepstakes cup which has not pro 
duced special dlsatlsfactiou, und we have heard prominent breeders say 
they will not enter their doge in such contests. The trial is, under the 
circumstances, an unfair one at best, yet the reputation Is greater than 
that which attochee to any single els** prize. This fact, which at a 
casual glance seems a reason fur the continuance of such premiums, la 
really good cause for their abolition. 8ince the greater the simulated 
honor, the greater also will be the vexation of those defeated exhibit¬ 
ors who too often can del m with a good show of reason, that tbelr 
doge have not been fairly dealt with. Shows are uot yet established 
on a sufficiently firm basis to warrant their managers In being indiffer¬ 
ent to the feeliugs of tbelr patrons. Unity and combined action can 
ouly be produced by lbe general belief In the good results to come from 
these exhibitions, snd certainly no set of men will long entertain the 
Idea of good coming ont of that which cows dissension and provokes 
bitter feeling.

While endeavoring to bring about the remit* referred to In my laat, 
he who undertaken the training of hi* dog ahould remember that In all 
of hi* lemon* be la flrat to *how the dog what la wanted, and try to pet 
him to do it; after having done no. force him to obey, not IIFOtSMffly 
all at one time, but rather cat ht* leaaon up in a* many diatlnct part* a* 
possible and force each one separately. While you are forclne one 
point, teach him another by exciting him to action, but thl* nhould not 
be done tn connection with hi* other !e**ou. When one [mint 1* learned 
take another and practice there together, at the aame time preparing 
him for more work a* before. When trulnlng it 1* beat to be alone with 
tile dog nnd away from any noise; do not attempt to break him under 
any disadvantage*. le*t he neqaire aome trick which he will he liable to 
do when you uro teaching him what you want; not knowing good from 
had he i* sure to put a wrong construction on aome of your action*, in 
which event you ahould change your course ho a* to prevent him from 
repealing It. ‘ To force a dog d*»c* not necessarily mean to thraiih bin* 
Into subjection, but to connect your actions with the object to be ut. 
mined in such a wuy that he cannot resist. No clog can be called well 
trained until be will perform a feat a* often as yon wish him to. whether 
want* to do It or not. and unless he is so forced he Is liable at any 
time to get tired of hi* werk and refuae. This Is more likely to occnr 
In retrieving, of which we will say more hereafter. To train a dog 
thoroughly without the whip 1* almost an impossibility, hut there are 
more dogs spoiled by Us improper use than henefltted by It.. In tho 
hands of a person who know* when and how to use It. and Is willing to sac¬ 
rifice a bag of game for his dog’s benefit. It will prove effective; hnt ns a 
person who ha* had hot little experience In its use cannot expect to know 
how to use it properly. I would advise extreme caution how It In ap¬ 
plied. If at any time there are any doubt* abont using it. lean to thn 
side of rriercy for the benefit of the dog: indeed. It should be n*ed but 
very little by anyone at any time, but more especially In the prelim 
loary work. The only proper place for the Vmh is the field, a* some¬ 
time* a dog will contract a hanlt that he will persl*t In. all youren- 
deavors to catch him at It and give him a light whipping being of no 
avail; the habit grows, and perhaps after a time yon get a good chance 
at him. and as the chances of catching him again nre not very good, 
you must make the best of the opportunity, and give him n thrashing 
he will remember. In case# of this kind, the free use of the whip Is 
Justifiable, for If yon undertake hy light chastisement to correct such a 
fault, aud the dog does not nnderstaml what It l« for. you are only do 
ing blm an injury. After giving him tt sound (logging upon detecting 
him In the same trick iigain. you can give him a shaking up with ad 
vantage. <uch » thorough thrashing will have its bad effect, but yon 
most get him over It as soon as possslble. and by extra exertion* re 
galu what confidence in you he may have lost. In person’* hands 
n timid dog may receive a certain amount of thrashing without the ap¬ 
pearance of being cowed, while In another’s hand a high con raged dog 
will not receive the same quantity without showing it. Evidently It is 
not the amount of the whip a dog receive* that cows him. hut the man¬ 
ner in which it la administered.

non-contagious diseases affecting the skin of the

PART V. 

Although there ere three or four constitutional affections of the dog's 
shin, we need only describe one. enema. as the others are so rare as to 
require no treatment. “Blotch," or Ted manse/' are the terms ap¬ 
plied to two rather common conditions of the sain. Both are dependent 
upon constitutional disturbance, sud usually are intimately connected 
with some fault In the feeding. The symptoms of each are sufficiently 
well marked to warrant the popular use of the terms, but as they are 
similar In nature and cause, we shall consider the us under one head, 
and adopt but one name -that which In human medicine Is applied to 
the analogous disease.

consist* of an Inflammatory state of the skin, or rather of rertaiu parte 
of It. The Inflammatory proce-s varies in degree, aud consequently we 
And In some ense* simply congestion giving rise to redness, lu 
others inflammation and exudation producing a sore wet surface. It 
also varies In duration aud activity, lu some cases the affected spots 
rapidly resume their normal condition, and the greater extent of the 
skin Is never Implicated: In other* the disease runs a slow chronic 
course, when, generally, the whole skin is soouer or later affected. 
These two conditions may appear separately, but often both are found 
to exist at the same time or to follow each other 

Symptom *.—The simplest form of ecr.ema Is that to which the term 
"hlotcn" 1* usually applied. Slightly reddened patches appear, oti 
which are developed numerous small vesicles. These become 
ruptured, and their fluid routents exude ou to the skin, causing 
the hair to become matted together. Itching is always present, aud not 
(infrequently the sore Is made worse by the animals scratching It. The 
vesicles or lull® blisters only last about twenty-four hours, aud con¬ 
sequently are seldom noticed, attention being usually flrst directed to 
the wet sore resulting from their rupture. Auy part may M* affected, 
but the head and back seem to be especially liable to be attacked. In 
the other form of eczema. which i* known as "red mange." the Inflam¬ 
matory process is more diffused, and we flud the disease affecting a 
much larger extent of the skin, sometimes nearly the whole integument 
being a marked red. Portions of the reddened skin usually present 
the vesicular eruption, aud thus we have established moist. Inflamed 
spots and patches. These, however, usually dry up* in a short time, 
leasing the skin covered by scales, and crusts, t'ousiderable loss of 
hair accompanies these chauge*. and itching is always most marked. 
The surface of the skin l* hot and tender, and a stroug disagreeable 
smell is emitted. 

Chronic cases are not rare, nod present some varieties In the symp¬ 
toms dependent upon the form of the disease, and upon the poeitlou 
of the parts affected. We may have a continuance or the wet patches 
appearing flrst lu one part ana then in another, or we may have merely 
the redness with Its accompanying scurfy, scaley condition Sometimes 
the skin becomes swolen and t racked, and from the broken surface an 
exudation of thick fluid escapes. At other times the skin appear* 
smooth and shining, and throws off a quantity of thin flake scales. 
More rarely an eruption of large hleba Is seen. These are os big as a 
a large pea. and If ruptured discharge a thick black-colored fluid. They 
are always few in number, they form slowly, and sometimes their con¬ 
tents are re-absorbed, causing them to assume the form of a hard ele 
vatlou, denuded of hair and covered with dense scurf. Chronic eczema 
nearly always affects the elbow and stifle joints. The movement of 
the skin over these prominent parts aggravates the disease, causing 
much redness aod thickness, or even deep cracks. Where the skin 
is arranged in loose folds, or where It is subject to friction, we And the 
Increased Irritation gives rise to more marked symptoms, and const* 
qnently at these parts the disease Is most persistent, such as on the neck 
and the Inside of the arm and thigh. Eczema Is apt tosnread from the 
skin to anv mucous membrane near the diseased spot. From the head 
aud neck it often spreads to the ear, causing all the appearances or 
canker. From the face It may extend to the lining membrane of the 
eye lids, and thus cause an acute ophthalmia. From the thighs and 
helly it spreads to the sheath, and canses a purulent discharge there¬ 
from One attack predisposes to another, and some dogs are affected 
more or less every year. It Is apt to appear during the natural changes 
of the coat, and relapses not unfrequently recur In bitches at the 
periods of heat. Constitutional disturbance is often well-marked, the 
appetite being capricious, and the bowels acting most irregularly— 
diarrtxva and constipation alternating with each other for days or even 
weeks. I/*** of hair. too. Is often out of proportion to the apparent 
disease of skin, and debility and wasting may proceed to a dangerous 
extreme. . _ 

Cauee *.—Young dogs are most subject to eczema, but age gives no 
exception. White haired dogs show the disease most distinctly, hut 
they often show a red appearance of the skin as the result of washing 
with strong alkalis, or from the natural changes accompanying the 
change of coat—conditions affecting other dogs, but not so conspic¬ 
uously noticeable. "Blotch" and “red mange" are nsually thought to 
he contagious, but 1 am positive that no form of eczema can be com¬ 
municated by contact or in any other way from dog to dog. The fact 
that one case In a kennel Is usually followed by others is explained bv 
the same cause acting upon all. but by the symptoms being developed 
earlier In some. 

It la moat common In sporting dogs during the Idle season, especially 
in those fed chiefly on farinaceous foods. I am convinced that the 
ordinary notion that fle«h-feedlng is a great cause is an error. On the 
contrary. I And ninety per cent, of cases arise In dogs fed exclusively 
on biscuits, oatmeal, or bread. I also see cases In which the disease 
has made Its appearance whilst the dog has been left by Its owner in 
other hands, hut when the feeding hae been unaltered either In quality 
or quantity. Now. eczema In the human frame I believe may arise as 
the reanlt of strong mental emotions, and I am Inclined to think the 
same holds good in some degree with dogs. Eczema depends anon no 
parasite on the skin, but ita appearances may be simulated by the Irri¬ 
tation of parasites, (n the early stages of common mange It is not 
easy to form a positive diagnosis, and the red condition of the legs In 
the earliest stage of follicular mange may also he mistaken for it. The 
microscope alone will guide the diagnosis until some more positive 
slgus are developed. These are the cases which lead many persons, 
under an error as to their nature, to apeak of red mange as contagious. 

Want of exercise and Injudicious feeding are tbegreat canses. and the 
error in feeding constats In giving too little animal food 1 have never 
seen a case In a hard-worked dog. however fed. and I very rarely meet 
with a com which Is allowed a fair quantity of flesh as a regular article 
of food. The general use of dog biscuit* has certainly Increased the 
number of cases of eczema. When men use biscuits they coniine the 
dog entirely to them. Irrespective of their composition. When bis¬ 
cuits are used, those containing not less than ‘25 per cent, of meat 
should be employed. I myself prefer the biscuit made by Mr. Whit¬ 
worth, and sold under the ugly and pedantic name of "Canine Ali¬ 
ment." 

Treat men t :—There Is no specific foi this disease, and man? cases are 
most obstinate. It depends upon some abnormal condition of the 
blood, and when once established may remain for weeks, or even 
months, before entirely eradicated. Oar treatment must be directed 
not only to the skin, hut also to the general system. Local remedies 
alone never core, though of course a dog may recover whilst they are 
being employed. Local remedies are onlv directed to allay the Itching, 
dry np the wet sores, and to act as astringents on the red congested 
pari*. Solutions of sulphate of zinc, acetate of lead. alnm. or tannin, 
may be applied to tbe wet spots. Oxide of zinc or tannin ointments are 
usefol applications to the red portions of the skin. Unwed oil and 
lime water, or glycerine and Oonlard's extract, are also good dressings. 
Frequent washings with soap and water are also beneficial; but all 
stimulating dreaslngsyotch as the tarry preparations and carbolic acid, 
should be avoided in Iheearly stage*. When constipation Is present, 
a purgative must he given, and repeated every week If necessary. 
When diarrhoea exists, combine rice with the food, and do not check It 
suddenly. Dally dose* of three and four grains of sulphate of Iron are 
usefnl. and will frequently stop the dlsr hcea without any strong as¬ 
tringent. Arsenic Is also to be employed but It Is not a specific : It may 
be giveo either aa a llanld or In a pill, say one-twentieth to one-tenth 
of a grain dally In combination with two or three grains of sulphate of 
Iron or carbonate of potash. 

The wasting of the body la best met by cod liver oil. given three 
times a day 

The feeding ahonld consist chiefly of flesh, say at least 30 per cent., 
aod the dog should be fed twice a day. 

Exercise 1* beneficial, but must not he carried too far when the dog 
la debilitated. 

When the disease is eradicated, aa abowc by tbe disappearance of 
all redness nod blotches, some time elapses before the hair Is repro¬ 
duced. Till* mav be facilitated by the application of equal parts of 
turpentine and olive oil.

D 
months old. out of "Polly" by "Pride of the Border." showed consider¬ 
ably more size than most of the get of "Pride,” and are colored like 
the sire. "Count," a large Irish Gordon, Is a remarkably handsome 
dog. Intelligent, aud must make a good one; he Is onlv 17 mouths old. 
"Fanchon." out of “Friend." by "Rufus." Is a deep red hitch. Carrie 
and Fanny, two red bitches, out of Stoddard’s Duchess, by Stoddard's 
Marr. Fawn, a large light red or fawn-colored hitch by Colburn’s Dash, 
out of the imported Rink bitch, own sister to "Polly” the dam of the

Distemper ami Flea*. 

Bbllefontb. Nottoway Co., Va., April 18. 1H7W. 

Editor Chicago Fibld:— I notice In your ably-conducted journal 
that some attention is being paid to the dtaea-es and Ills of the dog. 
There arc especially two trouble s, I will call them, which cause the 
breeder more anxletv and annoyance than all the breaking and train 
ing. The flrst of these Is the terribly fatal disease, tbe distemper, 
which 1 hear Is committing sad mortality in some of the large and 
prominent kennels. Now. 1 do not propose to add very much to what 
has already been written on this dreadful malady, nor do 1 for a mo¬ 
ment think 1 can altogether prevent It; but If owners of dogs, aud es¬ 
pecially breeders, will kindly follow this advice. I am certain It will tend 
to mitigate the virulence of this cauine scourge. My remedy Is not 
original, as I saw nn account of It some years ago in an English journal, 
and have adopted the method ever since, with Invariable success. The 
writer says: “I formerly used to lose two-thirds of the pups I bred, al 
though using all the remedies given In different sportln-' journals und 
works; but for the last ten or twelve years 1 have never had a single case 
of distemper In rov kennel My plau Is simply this: soon as I take a 
pup from the bitch. I give twice a week doses of garlic, and continue 
this treatment till the dog Is a year old. After that time I consider him 
safe, as the disease generally attacks dogs betweeu six and nine 
months old. While the pop Is very young, a piece of 

garlic, the size of a pea. will be enough for one 

dose, and as It grows older It mav be increased to the size of a l»ean. or 
a hazel nnt. If at any time I should purge too much, the dose should 
he diminished. In cases where distemper has attacked a dog, l would 
give garlic three times a week, and keep him warm and dry. In nine 
cases out of ten this will effect a cure, and has been nsed with great 
success." I carrv tin* remedy a little farther than this correspondent, 
by giving the garlic, one bolh ent op and mixed in sufficient qnantlh 
for foar dogs until the animal* are fifteen months or two years old. In 
fact until their education Is completed. At most seed stores a paper of 
garlic seed can be purchased for ten cents, and these ought to be sown 
In the garden at once, which in a few month* will make sufficient bulbs 
to last an ordlnarv breeder a vear. For those who do not possess a 
garden, they can bny the garlic at any Dutch grocery, there btdng no 
lack of these stores tn almost anv city and town In the Union. 

The second trouble Is not nearly as bad as the first. I refer to the lit¬ 
tle Insect, the flea. I am aware there have been hundreds of remedies 

published from time to time to destrov these horrid pests in the dog. 

bat I have not yet seen In print a positive preventive. In the winter l 
Invariably bed my dogs, white washing the kennel on the Inside In tbe 
Bpring: In the Bummer the animals rest on plain boards, raised about 
10 Inchee from the ground, wltbont bedding of any kind, except of 
course, coming brood bitches, taking care to keep the houses dry, and 
once daring the Sommer svrlnge the kennels with weak carbolic acid 
aod water. All the year round I dual as It were twice a week or every 
time the animals have clean bedding. also on 
the plain plank bench, tobacco gronnd to the consistency of 
bran This tobacco Is the dried stalk, stem and gronnd or lowest 
leaves of the plant, and as I grow this fragrant weed In large quantities. 
It Is easv for me to keep my kennels free from fleas Now comes the 
practical part of It The question naturally arises as to where to pro¬ 
cure these ground stalks, etc., at a moderate price, Here with ti* they 
are valueless, except as manure for the garden, etc. Ip most large 
cities and towns there are tobacco factories where breeders could pur 
chase the sweepings of tbe manufactory at a nominal price: a half a 
pound a week will be found ample for a large kennel, and save tbe 
owners no end of annoyance and labor.

The 
b ick should have a small gradual slope down towards the shoulders' 
coat, long aud hard, lying straight aud fiat, equally divided down the 
neck and back to tbe tail -hair of the right texture will divide 
naturally of its own accord, and will not require the brush 
should be long, lying forward* covering the eyes; the ears should bj 
sufficiently feathered to bnug over and protect the inside of the enr und 
mix away among the hair on the side of the head; the tall also should 
he well feathered.

Non Field Trial Rules. 

The following are the new rules of the English Kenuel Club for field 
trials, which they propose usl»tg In the Field Triol Derby. May 3d and 
4th. but whether they will be used or not will depend on the majority of 
the votes of the snbscrlbers: 

I . The u mil her of point* to decide a trial shall uot be less than 
thirty; It may. however, be more than this number, but In this case the 
number must be specified In the conditions of the stake As soon us 
the thirty (or more) points have been made, including the good and had 
point* made bv both dogs, the dogs shall be taken up. and the dog 
which has made tbe most good points or the fewest bad ones, after de¬ 
ducting his bad or good points, as the cost* may bo. wins; but. should 
both dogs score more bad points than good ones, the dog whose propor¬ 
tion of eood point* to bad ones Is highest, wins. 

3. Whatever the dog may do after the settled number of points are 
obtained shall not count. 

3. Everv point at partridge, pheasant, quail. or hares (If grouse trial, 
at grouse or blackgatne also), to count font or six. at the discretion of 
the Judges. 

4 Every flush to lose either three or six. 

5 Everv natural back to count three. 

a Shonld a dog not see the point and he put down it counts oothiug. 
but -houhl he see and refuse to back he lose* three. 

7 Everv false point to lose three, but If a dog point and discover it 
to be false, and move on wlthont signal he loses nothing. 

H If a dog point anv game not named in Rule 3. and the dog work¬ 
ing with him back*. It counts nothing to either, bill In the event of 
refusal to hack the dog so offending loses three. 

ft if a doe Is not stanneh. or moves his stern when on game, should 
the dog working with him not back, he loses nothing.

II. If r dog does not drop to fur he loses nothing, but If he chases 
fur or feather he lose* six, and if he follows game out of the fluid he is 
out of the stake. 

13 If * dog breaks fence ho loses six. 

13. In case both dogs are found equal, the judges shall, (anleu* the 
owners come 10 some agreement to draw one of the doge.) select a fur 
ther number of points to be obtained by the two. tbe number selected 
to be not less than twenty. 

14 The result of the points only to affect «ach brace, and when the 
stake has been gone through the respective winners to run ont the ties 
according to their order on the card (except In case* wheu an owner or 
breaker has more than one In the stake, and then they shall be guarded 
ns far as po*-lble) and the winners only remain In when they must be 
tried to decide the actual stake, the beaten dog in the (Inal tie to he 
considered second, or the owners have the notion of dividing prior to 
the Anal tie when the flrst and second money ranst be added together 
and equally divided.

PAPER IV. 

SHOOTING. 

Much is said in the books on the subject of cross-shots, 
recommending the shooter to aim before and above the bird, 
etc.; of the necessity of this I am not aware, with a percus¬ 
sion lock, unless at game a long distance off. It has been 
my practice always to cover the bira, and all the good shots 
1 have conversed with say that they do Ihe same. I think there 
is more theory than necessity for any other method; in fact, 

I think it almost impossible for the shooter to aim (at what 
cannot be seen) some two or three feet ahead, and at the 
same time have a sight on the bird; it may, perhaps be done 
by a cross-eyed man, who keeps both eyes open, one to 
watch the motion of the bird, and the other the sight. An 
objection also arises to this practice, inasmuch as some 
birds will occasionally make a short turn, and then there 
will be a great chance for a miss. One thing, however, must 
be observed, and that is to keep the gun fully bearing on 
the bird until you have shot; not to suspend this motion 
when the trigger is drawn, but to traverse the gun until 
explosion has taken place; unless this be done, no bird, fly¬ 
ing in a transverse direction, will be bit, except by a scat¬ 
tering shot. The easiest shot is at a bird flying directly from 
the shooter, but the difference between this and a transverse 
shot is very trifling. Most persons prefer a left-hand shot, 
but some the right. Some shooters recommend firing with 
both your eyes open, but for what reason, unless for its nov¬ 
elty, 1 cannot conceive; there is neither convenience nor ad¬ 
vantage in the practice, and besides, I have some doubts as 
to its feasibility; I have beard, it is true, of individuals 
who do shoot In this manner, but have never met with them, 
nor do I know of any person who has. The ingenious au¬ 
thor of “Rural Sports” says, very properly; “In sporting, it 
is to be ever remembered that the hand is to obey the eye, 
and not the eye to be subservient to the hand;" and further, 
that "the object should be fixed, at the instant the muzzle 
of the gun is brought up and fairly bears upon it; the sight 
becomes weakened by a protracted look along the barrel at 
a bird, and it is for this reason, that birds which spring at 
the marksman's feet and fly off horizontally are frequently 
missed; his keeping the aim so long upon them, fatigues the 
sight, and the finger does not obey the sight so readily as 
when employed at a first glance. It is not here meant, that 
a bird is to be blown to atoms as soon as it tops the stubble, 
hut that a marksman is, first to make himself a thorough 
judge of distance; with that knowledge, in open shooting, 
lie will never put the gun to his shoulder until the bird has 
flown a proper length, and then fire the instant the sight of 
it is caught”. 

To load a gun properly, the shooter should be well ac¬ 
quainted with the quantity uf powder and shot with which 
his gun will shoot best, and to be careful not to overload; 
independently of the recoil, which sometimes produces pain¬ 
ful effects, the gun is always more or less injured by crack¬ 
ing the stock, and the chance of killing is much less than 
where the piece is properly charged. Guns of the same 
length and calibre require different loads, some shooting 
much heavier charges than others. The best method of as¬ 
certaining what ought to be the charge, is to take a Dumber 
of sheets of writing or wrapping paper, say thirty or forty, 
and shoot at them the same number of yards, beginning with 
a small load, and increasing it until that portion of powder 
and shot is ascertained which drives tfie shot through the 
greatest number of sheets, with the least scattering. Tod 
great a charge of powder will cause the gun to throw the) 
shot wildly, while too heavy a portion of shot will produce a | 
a recoil, and weaken the effect. As to the size of the shot, 
that must depend upon the kind of game you intend to shoot, 
and the season. During the month of October, in this coun¬ 
try, number 6 and 7 will be found to answer, and in Decem¬ 
ber, os the birds have acquired more strength and thicker 
plumage, coarser shot will be required; besides, in partridge 
(ouail) shooting, we very frequently find the ruff grouse or 
pheasant which, from its shyness and great strength, is not 
easily Bloppcd with fine shot. With coarse shot, the shooter 
is not so likely to hit, but U more certain of killing than 
with fine. I believe the higher number of shot are too gen¬ 
erally used in this country; at least they are much more so 
than in England. This arises, I presume, from our having 
with us a greater number and variety of small birds, killed I 
merely for the pot, than they have; small shot being found 
to answer as well for the raft, reed birds and snipe, the sea¬ 
son for which is so nearly connected with that for partridge 
(quail), that many of our shooters do not think of changing 
their shot, and continue on with numbers 7 or 8 during the 
whole season In England, it would seem that some of 
their shooters carry this matter to the other extreme, and 
shoot with shot entirely too coarse, according to our notions 
of propriety. General Hanger, for instance, recommends 
number 2 for the entire season; it must, however, beremem 
bered that their partridge (quail) is a much larger and 
stronger bird than ours; but the difference is not so great as 
to Justify such a wonderful disparity in the size of the shot. 

In loading, the shooter should keep his gun as far from 
bis body as convenient, and on no account bold it with the 
muzzle to his face, and he should be very careful that the 
loaded barrel be not cocked. The percussion lock has, it is 
true, lessened, in some degree, tbe danger In charging, as it 
is not usual to put the prime on the tube before loading; but 
the danger of charging with one barrel uncocked still re¬ 
mains, and the possibility of an accidental discharge, from 


Ore remaining in tbSTliece, is not diminished. 1 have known, 
personally, or an accident of this kind, although in that in¬ 
stance, the party had, fortunately, a long gun, by which, 
very probably, he escaped without Injury.

Editor Chicago Field; —Whoever has not bunted pin¬ 
tailed grouse on the western wilds of Wisconsin or Minneso¬ 
ta has not enjoyed the sport most alike to the red-grouBe 
shooting of Great Britain, of anything to be found on this 
continent east of the Missouri river. A trip to Northwest¬ 
ern Wisconsin in early Octobei was productive of more real 
sport and enjoyment than anything I had ever before expe¬ 
rienced in this country, in the way of grouse shooting. The 
weather was cool and pleasant, the birds full-grown, strong 
and wild, requiring quick, accurate shooting to make any¬ 
thing of a respectable bag, although tolerably plenty. The 
country was mountainous, rough, in many places devoid of 
timber, and being covered with low huckleberry bushes, 
moss and fern, and strongly resembled tpe moors of Scot¬ 
land, the borne of tbe red grouse. Tho' springs were fre¬ 
quent, oozing out of the mountains' aide and gradually in¬ 
creasing in size until joining with the larger streams in the 
valley, giving our dogs an abundan/e of water. Id many 
directions the country was so sparaely settled that many 
miles intervened between the habitations; those being 
mostly composed of Norwegian families who paid no atten¬ 
tion to game, and whose crops consisted of oats and wheat, 
the stubble forming the principal feeding ground, morning 
and evening, at this season of the year, for grouse. If late 
in reaching the ground to be shot over in tbe forenoon, and 
unsuccessful in finding birds, or in case of their being wild 
in the biiddle portion of the day, they invariably came pour¬ 
ing down from the mountains into the stubbles late iu the 
afternoon to feed, when the shooting was excellent. 
We found good accommodations in a small country village, 
and were quite fortunate in making satisfactory arrange¬ 
ments with the livery-stable keeper for a double-seated 
spring wagon, team, and driver, who was well-acquainted 
with the country for miles around. Our sport was varied 
for the first few days, consisting of quail, although not nu¬ 
merous there, ruffed grouse, pinnated grouse, ana pin-tailed 
grouse, the latter not quite so abundant as we would have 
liked, considering the distance we had come mainly in pur¬ 
suit of that variety. A change of luck was. however, await¬ 
ing us, for almost every village has its “Nimrod,” and this 
one was no exception. The idea that an Eastern sportsman 
can be a good field shot, Or have a good dog, to some of the 
Western sportsmen is simply rediculous, and our newly- 
made acquaintance possessed those opinions to a marked 
extent. He would come into tbe hotel every evening on our 
return, and upon learning the result of our day’s shootimr, 
remark how very unfavorably it compared with some of bis 
exploits, and very generously purposed to go out with us 
one day, and show ns a new section of tbe country, and in¬ 
struct us how r to find and shoot pin-tailed grouse, which 
kindness was thankfully accepted on our part. He then 
gave the landlord instructions about getting a larger wagon 
for that day, and when told the one we were using wasquile 
large enough, "at least it had been so heretofore,” politely 
asked him if he did not expect that he was going to bae 
more game than both of us? The landlord replied that he 
considered that we were having good sport, and had an idea 
we shot pretty well, and had good looking guns and 
dogs, and advised him not to be too sanguine. “Oh!” 
he replied, “those Eastern fellows always come out here in 
fancy cut shooting-dresses, fine guns, dogs, etc., but they 
generally buy what game they take home with them from 
the real shooter; don”t you mind so. and so, that could kill 
nothing,” and I went out and got him some; now this is an 
instance of the same kind. I tell you they are bogus, you 
wait until to-morrow night and see it I don’t prove it, and if 
my pointer “Jerry" don’t make those fine-looking setters as 
sick looking as I make their masters, you can hereafter 
class me as a fool on dogs. 

As might have been e.xpected, the landlord concealed 
nothing from us. and was very anxious to see him defeated, 
and assured us that his qualifications were more imaginary 
than real, although the best shot in tbe village. My com¬ 
panion had one day’s business at St. Paul, and insisted upon 
my trying conclusions with our Western friend alone. It 
was late in the forenoon next day when we reached the 
shooting ground, after a tedious drive of twelve miles over a 
very rough hilly road, but I was amply repaid for our long 
drive by Ihe excellence of the shooting, for immediately on 
getting out of the wagon we found birds. The first covey 
showed I hud an easy thing on hand, bis famous 
pointer, was a slow pottering trotter, which in an extreme 
case might get. fifty yards off, but was much oftencr within 
thirty of his maBter, while I was hunting a brace of white 
and red setters, one of which was a remarkable fast dog, 
that invariably took tbe outside cast from all the dogs I had 
ever seen him hunted against, “a real surveyor," 
with an excellent nose, and staunch as need be; 
and his mate although not quite so fast was an excellent 
bitch, and perfect on game. I was in fine form, and never 
shot better, and the birds laid well in tbe warm portion of 
the day, and to sec those dogs range on those mountains 
without a fence or habitation within miles, reminded me 
strongly of my native country, amongst the red grouse od 
Ihe moors. With this exception, the pinnated grouse is a 
larger bird than the red grouse, and aoes not fly ouite so 
] fast, and is more easily killed; and taking shorter flights is 
more easily marked down. This is before packimr; after, 
they fly a great distance, so also doeB red grouse. Towards 
the latter part of the afternoon the birds came down off the 
mountains, covey after covey, into the only stubble field in 
that neighborhood to feed, and a strong wind blowing, the 
shooting was of the prettiest and most difficult description, 
the birds mostly coming down wind like lightning, strongly 
resembling point shooting on ducks. My experience in that 
kind of shooting now stood me in good place, and my bag 
fast became heavy. I wa9 sorry when the declining sun 
warned us to get into the wagon, ns we had a return drive 
of twelve miles to our quarters, which we reached in good 
time, greatly pleased frith our day’s sport, and enough of 
grouse to take home without buying any; and had I felt in¬ 
clined to do so, my friend's hag could have been easily paid 
for, and could have beeD packed in a small space. Had I 
felt like a spree I could have bad it without expense that 
night, when each one’B game was counted out; and no one 
was more lavish with bin compliments than my disappointed 
friend. For real enjoyment, to my fancy, give me a brace 
of good setters, a good gun, and a Jovial companion, in 
October, amongst ihe pin lailed grouse of Northwestern Wis¬ 
consin.

eloquent advocate, (of the hunt), and Guido caught the 
prairie infection a ween since, and the quartette made our 
"scaipe" for the Arkansas perdix, te true and tcohipax, the 
wild pack was unkennelled. Should any one not cognizant 
of the facts, intimate we left our municipal quarterings on 
9unday afterfioon to save* a day, and slid through the 
rhubarbs of the city, and felt, wheD we met a bevy of ladies 
whom we knew, (and who recognized our dogs), the faintest 
blush of unwelcome in our usually gallant bosoniB, we should 
demand of him or her to prove it; and anyone of us could in 
turn prove by three deeply interested witnesses, aD alibi. 
So after all, on reflection, we don’t believe we are guilty 
and should say to our accusers what Lord Angus beard from 
Douglas, and warn them of tbe fate of Ananias and lady. 
Assuming the benefit bf the doubt, and dismissing that bug¬ 
bear of parliamentarians, the “previous question,” we were 
bound to have a bout with the birds of passage, and give 
the inextinguishable boy (God bless him) within us an air¬ 
ing. Often before have we and our bearded pards handed 
together, and foraged on the /era nattira, and never is our 
party or pleasure complete without the Judge, but—confi¬ 
dentially Mohawk—that judicial magnate will Jonah any 
hunt ever planned. On a clear, glittering starlight night (as 
we had) he can fetch up thunder, lightning, rain and hail— 
as we had. Anyone retiring at 11 p. m. on the eve of a de¬ 
lightfully anticipated and doubly pre-enjoyed shoot, within 
range of’his sweet infantile snore, may quiet the anticipa- 
tlve throbs that drive sleep away from pure pleasure, by 
dare swearing, lie will fetch unconsciously, ana to his own 
chagrin a winterish blue morrow. But avaunt, we are at 
Sonoke near Grand Prairie, and our capital host Mr. Wash- 
mood, is also our guide and friend, and has secured us two 
spring wagons, before which range and quarter six good and 
eager prairie dogs, heads up and sterns down, questing for 
the tainted gaie, which is as delicious to them as love’s first 
kiss to Haidec. 

Bang! bang! go the guns of King David and Wasbmood, 
and it is not feathers they are this lime after, but the red 
Irishman " Mack" and the black-and-white setter “ Hood ’’ 
are jealous and headstrong, and after their peppering with 
Tattaam 10 shot, work closer and handsomely, rivaling the 
magnificent action and catalepsy of “ Richard,” the “ Dick ” 
Turpin of the prairie. It was’ blowing a furious gale, and 
we could see no sea wherein to cast the judge, so we shot 
with overcoats on the first two days, and brought to bag two 
hundred and thirty eight mixed bend—quail, snipe, golden 
plover and king or clapper rail—“ Dick ’’ winning admira¬ 
tion on every pointable game, “Guy” and the white pointer 
“Don" surpassing him on qnai). The ingleside alone, 
grants time to review our incidental three and a half days' 
excursion, wherein we saw six deer, a bald eagle floating 
like a sleeping condor far above ub; saw the prairie on fire 
and counted thirteen hawks in view at once, swooping down 
before the flames to harpoon birds, rabbits, rat9 or 9nakes 
ejected by the fire. 

Discussing phenomenal topics, two gentlemen whom we 
met at the Prydc House informed us their neighbor had 
raised one out of a brood of pinnated grouse, and this hen 
had reared a brood by a dung-hill or common cock, alleging 
both, and all are now getting on as well as could be expected 
under such interesting circumstances. Not knowing the 
verity of the statement, we would refer those who would 
know the whole case to Mr. D. Washmood, Lonoke, Arkan¬ 
sas, for whom we can cheerfully vouch, and who over the 
way taught us the neat way to string birds by skewering 
them through tbe lower mandible, thirty-nine dozen of 
which he kindly so bunched for us. Our second night out 
will ever be memorable; we circled our good shooting 
grounds (whereon King David and Guido brought down 
twenty-six fat plover at one double discharge on the wbcel- 
fiigbt) until night caught us twelve miles from our destina¬ 
tion; and as shooting was ended wo keenly felt 
the bitter wind, and our wet feet suffered severely. 
After an hour’s plodding, chattering silence in the black 
night, the judge's elasticity broke forth and proved he had 
more of the old hoy in him than had we, as he suddenly 
twanged n Dutch nasal song with intoned, outlandish 
saurkrout chorus—all alone by himself, and though it could 
not help our toes, it warmed the cockles of our hearts. 
Spying a light in the oceanic distance, we drove thither, 
and not only enjoyed a hot and beautiful Bupper improvised, 
but were further repaid by an exquisite picture od the cot¬ 
tage wall. A beautiful half-blowu bud of womanhood calls 
to her coy lover " Wait for me," while she adjusts her gar¬ 
ter, and he wrestles in delicious agony between Venus and 
Diana—love and modesty, recalling the inimitable line: 
"The time may come you need not fly." 

For reasons satisfactory to a family man, we could not stay 
till morning, so resuming our dead march we made seven 
miles more of horrid progress, more pierced and penetrated 
by tbe blasts from having just left fire, food and a bed in 
sight; then we camped at a deserted hut, and soon had a 
roariug rail and board tire up tbe stick and dirt-dobbod 
chimney. Standing guard alternately to feed the fire, one 
sentinel found the roof ablaze, when ail scurried out and up, 
and by felt bat applications smothered the flames. Finding 
a mud bole (by slipping in it), the judge and the advocate 
brought skillets of “slush,” and like true masons dobbed the 
smoking wooden chimney, and wiped their hands on invis¬ 
ible pants and polls.

Taking that into 
account, with his great speed and fine size and Btyle, it is no 
wonder that mares are sent to his embrace from nil sections 
of the country. This week we notice the arrival of two 
marcs from Kentucky, sent by Captain T. E. Moore. The 
terms of service arc reasonable, and his book for the season 
should be filled early without any trouble. 

RACING AT NEW ORLEANS. 

The regular Spring meetings of 1876 were fairly inaugura¬ 
ted at the Crescent City on Saturday last, that being the 
opening day of the Louisiana Jockey Club meeting. The 
report of the first day’s racing, by our special correspond¬ 
ent, shows that the gathering was successful in the matter 
of patronage by visitors. The fields were not very large 
for either of the three events which comprised the pro¬ 
gramme of the day, very possibly the heavy condition of 
the track deterring ownera from running their horses, some 
of which may have have been a little backward. In the 
opening race over hurdles we are introduced to a new can¬ 
didate for jumping honors in Captain CottriH’s five-year-old 
horse Col. Nelligan, and he made a successful 
debut, beating Vandal Jr., Port Leonard and 
Astrapee, and proving himself an adept at getting 
over the timber. Then followed the Pickwick Stake, which 
for the fourth year in succession, fell to Captain Cottrill; 
this time by the aid of Mediator, who, as we showed last 
week, had the race at his mercy. Messrs. Rowett’s colt, 
Harry Edwards, getting the first heat rather on sufferance, 
we should imagine, as Mediator won both thej succeeding 
ones with great ease. A race of two miles brought the 
day’s sport to a conclusion; and for this, Sam Harper, from 
Mr. Gay’s Texas Btable, was backed^at odds against the field, 
which included Verdigris, the winner of the Orleans Stake 
last Fall, Kilburn, Pompey’s Pillar and Falmouth. Verdi¬ 
gris was second favorite, the remainder selling in the field; 
and the speculators were right in their calculations, for Sam 
Harper won an easy race, with Verdigris second. Owing to 
the recent rains the track was heavy, and the times conse¬ 
quently were slow. The reports of the succeeding days 
are by telegraph, conveying only the bare result of each 
event. Our mall report of the remainder of the meeting 
will appear next week, when we will continue our remarks 
upon the racing.

A Sl-bsciubbh, Lincoln, Neb l have a mure 6 years old that had the 
epizootic lust Winter, since which Bhe has discharged from the left 
nostril, a mncuos matter, she has a good appetite aud smooth coat, 
also feels well, can you give me any Information as to what tbe trouble 
la and what will cure it! Tbe discharge is more noticeable when 
drinking than at other times. Ans.—There are several causes for a 
chronic discharge from the nostrils of horses, all of them, however, are 
local affections, except glanders. If caused by a diseased molar tooth, 
a foreign body in one of the senuses of the bead, or catarrh, you will 
require the aid of a competent veterinary snrgeon. If caused by 
glanders, the enlarged gland uuder the jaw will appear quite sensitive 
to the touch, and the discharge from the nostril will not be very copious, 
its color will he of a yellow caste, and very tenacious, adhering to the 
nostril; Inocnlatc an abraded surface upon the limbs with the discharge 
and ulcers will be produced, the case will then be incurable and should 
be destroyed. If the discharge is a simple mucous discharge, caused by 
vicissitude of the weather, it will bo likely to puss away without treat- 

W B U. Peoria. Is there any cure for cribbing horses, aud if so 
what is the best one! Ans.—Crib-hitlng Is an acquired habit, and when 
once acquired ut the least extent, there Is no way of breuking the horse 
of it By placing a strap around the horses' neck near the thtont, so 
tight that be cannot curb his neck and swallow, be may be prevented 
from doing it. The strap must be taken off while tho horse eats his 
grain, he may be allowed to eat hay with it on.

The lakes are refuges of escape from dogs and 
insects; the dales and natural meadows forest gardens 
where they can ruminate at will. Here they live to embel¬ 
lish and make attractive the hunter’s paradise. How dreary 
and desolate wood life would be were it void of animal life. 

The angler and sportsman, successful in the capture of 
game, must be thoroughly acquainted with its ways and 
haunts. This is especially essential in the pursuit of deer. 
A thorough knowledge of objects of the chase cannot be 
learned from the works of a closet naturalist; these abound

Geese, Ducks and Snipe.

Their usual feeding time is morning 
and evening, save in the hot season, when they feed at 
night. 

The average weight of this species of deer when dressed 
is from 175 to 200 pounds. Out of their skins, when tanned, 
are made very good boots and moccasins.

IIY TOXOPHTLOS.

Posterity. »ay» Hall, is generally ready to accord that jus¬ 
tice to Hie illustrious dead, denied them through the igno¬ 
rance and prejudice of their own generation. The writings of 
the myriad-minded Shakespeare were regarded with apathet¬ 
ic indifference by the masses of his contemporaries, so much 
so that wo find a literary personage of that day undecided 
whether to include him In a list of the best English drama¬ 
tists, but considerately making a “mem: to look into his 
plays and see what there is in them". Likewise the inim¬ 
itable productions of Oliver Goldsmith were clouded in un¬ 
appreciative obscurity until a more enlightened age awoke 
to a realization of their beauties. The same may be said of 
the poet Otway, as of numberless other men of genius. The 
eccentricity of our own Herbert, and his out-spoken disre¬ 
gard of popular shibboleths could not fail to make many 
enemies; and it is vain to look for .impartial judg¬ 
ment from jealous contemporaries, actuated by en¬ 
mity and self-interest, or perchance smarting under the 
hostility engendered by a collision of opinion. 

The private and the literary life of Henry William Her¬ 
bert present a considerable contrast, and they must be con¬ 
sidered separately; the one was in some rcspectB a most 
lonely and unhappy one, terminated at last in a most un¬ 
fortunate manner; while the other was a constant recur¬ 
rence of the most brilliant successes. Treated by his 
father’s family almost as an outcast because he had in some 
degree Americanized himself, shut off from all friendly in¬ 
tercourse with relatives in the land of bis birth;—these in¬ 
fluences gave to his existence a dreariness which at times 
plunged him into the depths of melancholy, and 
which seems wholly incomprehensible to those who do 
not know the ardent longing with which the wanderer re¬ 
gards those home associations so dear to the heart of every 
Englishman. Singular to say. his father appears to have been 
the only one of his family by whom Herbert was treated 
with any degree of consideration, and he ever mourned 
I heir enforced separation as an estrangement from the best 
and dearest of earthly friends. Wm. Herbert, Dean of Man¬ 
chester, was one of lire most learned and accomplished per¬ 
sons of his age, and his talents and acquirements were both 
heightened and recommended by the modesty with which 
they were accompanied, and the judicious manner in which 
they were employed. His death occurred in 1847. Herbert’s 
other relatives appear to have been the embodiments of 
some of the least admirable traits of the English aristocracy; 
not only did they decline to allow any portion of the pro¬ 
ceeds of “The Cedars," sold upon his death, to be 'applied 
in erecting a tombstone over the crave of Frank Forester, 
hut when his old friends in Newark proposed to supply the 
omission by starting a subscription for that purpose, a very 
cool and forbidding letter from them induced the design to 
he abandoned. 

The Herberts or Fitz-Herberts claimed of old a descent 
from the Chamberlain of King Henry the First; and from 
the fusion of several other noble families they became al¬ 
lied with some of the most ancient and distinguished houses 
of Great Britain. From these circumstances of birth and 
education, Herbert imbibed peculiar ideas to which in this 
country we arc unaccustomed, and consequently without 
due allowance for their origin they may seem inex¬ 
plicable. To the pride and sensitiveness thus in¬ 
herited, no Icsb than to the state of public sentiment 
at that day, must he attributed Herbert’s adherence to the 
code of honor. Nevertheless, it is a fact that must relieve 
him from the imputation of having sought a quarrel; that 
the two duels with which his mime is connected were, so to 
say, forced upon him by parties who had taken offence, for 
in each case he was the recipient of the gage of combat, 
and not the challenger. The recontre with Valentine arose 
from a presumption of incivility on the parr of Herbert in 
not introducing Valentine to a friend. The two were stand¬ 
ing in conversation when a gentleman approached and gave 
them an iuvitation to some festivity. Herbert accepted, 
but having neglected the formality of introduction, Valen¬ 
tine quitted the room and sent a friend on the morrow. In 
the other place the encounter did not take place, as Herbert 
was prevented by a heavy fall of snow from reaching the 
spot which had been selected as the scene of combat. Upon 
his return, howevet, the second of the opposite party hav¬ 
ing reproached him with cowardice Herbert tired two bails 
at him, which did little mischief beyond penetrating the 
door. 

The sensitiveness which could induce a man to light a 
mortal combat on such a trivial misunderstanding cannot 
be easily comprehended at this day, when the code has fal¬ 
len into disuse and contempt. At that time, however, the 
duel was punctiliously observed, and rerontre* between even 
the most eminent civilians were of no infrequent occur¬ 
rence, to say nothing of the army, where as a natural conse¬ 
quence of military modes of thought and training, this rem¬ 
nant of chivalry lingered longer than elsewhere. Among 
these meetings rendered notable by the high station 
of the participants, may be mentioned the affair of 
Barton and Graham, of Burr and Hamilton, Pren¬ 
tiss and Foote. Graves and Cilley, Clay and Ran¬ 
dolph, that most lamentable occurrence in which fell the 
ornament of our navy, Commodore Decatur, as well as nu¬ 
merous others. The late Reverdy Johnson, although never 
the principal in a duel, proved himself of that Institution by 
officiating as second on several occasions of this kind. Her¬ 
bert came honestly by his chivairic Ideas. Tracing back 
through the line of the family to Lord Edward Herbert, of 
Cherbury, it is easy to see where his peculiar notions of 
honor came from, thus affording him extenuation which 
cannot be claimed for those not possessing these inherited 
influences. Lord Edward was a perfect madcap of chivalry. 
During the early part of the 17th century, he was ambassa¬ 
dor at the French Court. In his memoirs he has left many 
evidences of the slate of public sentiment then prevailing 
on this subject, which do not fail to exhibit, sometimes in a 
ludicrous light, his own extravagances Here is a striking 
passage from his account of the French Court: 

“All things being ready for the hall, every one being in 
their place, and I myself next to the aueen, expecting when 
the dancers would come In, one knocked at the door some¬ 
what louder, I thought, than became a very civil person; 
when he came in, I remember there was a sadden whisper 
among the lodicB, saying, 'O'eet Monsieur BalaguyP 
Whereupon I also saw the ladies and gentlemen, one after 
another, invite him to sit near them; and what is more, 
when one lady had his company awhile, another would say, 
‘You have enjoyed him long enough,I must have him now.' At 


which bold clvilty of them, though I was astonished, yet it 
added to my wonder, that his person could not be thought 
a', most hut ordinarily handsome; hU hair, which was cut 
very short, was gray .his doublet, hut of sackcloth, cut to the 
skin, and his breeches only of plain gray 
cloth. Informing myself by some rflanders-by 
who he was, I was told that he was one 
of the most gallant men in the world, as having 
killed eight or nine men in single fight, and that for this 
reason the ladies made bo much of him, it being the manner 
of all French women to cherish gallant men, as thinking 
they could not make so much with any else with the safety 
of their honor." 

Lord H. himself afterwards tried to engage this redoubt¬ 
able Balaguy in a quarrel on the chivalrous question of the 
worth of their respective lady-loves; but the other, whose 
courage in this way was of course not to he doubled, had 
the good seiiBc to understand the crack-brained quixot¬ 
ism of the Englishman, and wisely declined the invitation. 

Henry William Herbert was a man of strong passions. 
So was George Washington; but the latter, possessing a more 
evenly-balanced temperament and living under happier in¬ 
fluences, was able to restrain and rightly direct his strong 
feelings in such a way as to become one of the most admir¬ 
able examples of temperance and equable life of which we 
have any knowledge. On the other hand, in the case of 
Herbert, possessed by both in common, of great pride, will, 
determination, independence, severity, courage and cotn- 
bativcncss, could not find the same outlet as in Washing¬ 
ton's active and stirring life. Such an organization as this 
is. speaking from an anthropological stand point, better 
adapted to some heroic occupation, such as civil engineer¬ 
ing, exploration, war or navigation, where the strong ele¬ 
ments of animal feeling may be worked off in the business, 
than it is to literature or light, artistic employment. When ! 
the passions are vehement the business ought to be such as 
to act on the constitution in the way of a drain to the vital 
force and strong impulses. If the vocation be otherwise 
this force accumulates, and leads the individual to 
be irascible, impetuous and overbearing. Thus we 
And that in the. intervals of active participation in field- 
sports or close application to literary labor, Herbert was 
oftentimes impetuous and bot-tempered. Indeed, those who 
saw the occasional results of his unoontroiable impetuosity I 
of feeling, and looked upon his unusually stalwart frame, 
scarcely gave him credit for the better nature which over¬ 
whelmed him in sorrow at the reaction. 

The effect of the Washington Hall disturbance, when 
Herbert fired at his antagonist’s second, was injurious to 
the irascible author, although in itself the incident was of 
little importance. The New York Herald was at that date 
a scurrilous sheet, particularly abusive of the gentlemen fre¬ 
quenting Washington Hall. Being a small daily paper just 
struggling into existence, and its conductor eager to obtain 
sensational matter, in default of more important news which 
his limited facilities did not enable him to obtain, this con¬ 
tretemps was precipitately siezed upon and for weeks made 
the subject of malicious gossip Mention of it was dragged 
in upon every possible occasion, the more so as Herbert be¬ 
longed to the staff of a rival journal. The Courier amt En¬ 
quirer, to which Bennett himself had been formerly at¬ 
tached, but the connection severed for some reason. These 
events acting upon an extremely sensative organization 
gave an unhappy turn to Herbert’s life, and caused bis com¬ 
parative isolation from general society. That aspect of 
Herbert's character, indicated in the foregoing remarks was, 
unfortunately, the one presented to the world, and the one 
upon which it founded its judgment of the man; thus veri¬ 
fying the truth of Mr. Shackleford’s observation, 
that his faults were all upon the sur¬ 
face, while his virtues were more numerous 
than were generally known. In the circle of his 
associates and familiar friends our author was known to be 
a genial, polished gentleman, hospitable and generous to a 
fault, as devoted to the interests of his friends as to his own. 
If hi9 antipathies were strong, his friendships were doubly 
so. His exertions in behalf of the family of his dear friend. 
“J. Cypress, Jr.," were something touching. For their aid 
he edited the works of his deceased associate, and wrote n 
preliminary memoir to accompany them, “a tribute," says 
Duyckinck, “warm, kindly affectionate, such as one true 
disciple of Izaak Walton should render to another.” When 
not engaged in the sports of the field, Frank Forester de¬ 
voted himself closely to literary pursuits, worked hard, and 
was prompt and faithful to his engagements. He possessed 
extraordinary powers of literary execution, and when en¬ 
gaged upon an important work was able to endure the most 
intense application for days together with scarcely any inter¬ 
mission. At such times he immured himself in his study at 
“The Cedars," and would not be interrupted. In fact it is 
said that he once positively refused to see a lady who had 
come at his invitation ail the way from New York, because 
on her arrival he was engaged in his study. Such eccentric 
behavior could be understood or excused only by a literary 
man who had been similarly circumstanced. 

It has been judiciously remarked that “when the average 
Yankee blamed Herbert for his pride and exclusiveness in 
regard to the world in general, he never had an idea of what 
a noble and generous heart was wrapped in that mantle of 
English reserve; aud because the sharp-featured dollar hunt¬ 
ers of that, day could not enter the charmed circle in 
which he lived, he was voted an aristocrat, and called in 
derision “The Lord of the Cedars"—although they knew it 
not ho was every inch a lord. Lord of a realm of which 
his annoyers knew nothing, and could never know—the 
realm of sylvan sport. It is related of Napoleon, that dur¬ 
ing his imprisonment at St. Helena, though he would con¬ 
verse affably with the common soldiers, sailors or laborers 
whom be encountered in his walks, he would take no notice 
whatever of an officer, or a gentleman of rank, and further, 
that he rarely failed to captivate the affections of those 
to whom he did unbend. Scott beautifully portrays the 
same characteristic in his matchless delineation of Marnicon 

"Kor though with moo of high degree. 

The proudest of the proud wae he; 

Vet, trained In camp*, he knew the art 

To win the hardy soldier's heart." 

And it seems to us that our Herbert had something of the 
same disposition, for, although be was deemed proud, reti¬ 
cent and unsocial, yet when he came in contact with an un¬ 
lettered gentleman, such as Tom Draw or Dolph Pierson, 
that man was hie for life. 

Herbert's sadiand startling end gave an undeserved prom¬ 
inence to the defects in his personal character, and furnished 
to the numerous enemies which bis sturdy denunciation of 
shifts and shams, had made during his life-time, an oppor¬ 
tunity to avenge their wounds by wholesale calumny of 
tbelr fallen foe. The melancholy act was the consequence 
of a domestic affliction operating upon an exouisitely sensit¬ 
ive mind, which unhappily ran to extremes all through his 


life. It might be interesting to draw a parallel between the 
private life and the literary career of Henry Willian Her¬ 
bert;—the one at times almost a mournful desert, cheered 
only by sparse rays of light; the other crowded with a con¬ 
stant succession of splendid achievements. As a biographer 
bos appropriately remarked, to his greater patron, the pub¬ 
lic, he was ever faithful; and upon the verge of eternity, he 
was able to say with a conscious pride in the rectitude of 
his literary life,—“I have taught, I have inculcated, I have 
put forth nothing which I did not believe to be good and 
true. In all my writings I have no line of which I am 
ashamed, no word which I desire to blot." The occasion of 
his death brought forth the following appropriate and feel¬ 
ing comment in,tho New York Historical Magazine, from 
an eminent historian and critic, accompanied by one of 
Herbert's poems: 

It may be a matter of interest to note in your columns tire 
production of the following poem, which was contributed 
to an early number of the Literary World, (April 10, 1847,) 
by the late Henry William Herbert, whose recent suicide 
has so painfully interested the public. By request of the 
author the poem was printed anonymously. Its testimony 
to the sensibility of a man who, whatever bis offences may 
have been, deserves an honorable memorial for his extensive 
labors in letters and his scholarship, may be accepted as 
proof of the better nature, indispensable to all sound literary 
achievements. The theme of the verses has but too mourn¬ 
ful a comment. Hula.

Advises from Tuckerton and Barnugat bay, N. J., stute 
brant shooting has been unusually good during the past ten 
days, the fowl mostly young and stooling readily.

Snipe and Fish.

Editoh Chicago Field:— Snipe and plover shooting has 
been quite good in this vicinity for several days past, aud 
our sportsmen have been enjoying themselves to the fullest 
possible extent. Mr. R. M. Carr, editor of the 
Gazette, went out on Saturday morning on the 
pastures almost within tbe city limits, and returned at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon with sixteen jack-snipe, two 
plover and sixteen sand-snipe—the latter all brought down 
at a single shot. He has had about a like success on several 
occasions within the past ten days. It is due him to say lie 
is a good shot and an indefatigable worker in the field;

Fishing and Shooting. 


Clam Lake Mich., Aprils, 18711. 

While visiting various sections of this State, 1 have often 
been impressed by the beauty of the many lakes that dot the 
surface of the country; many of them, though small in size, 
make glad the heart of the deseiples of Isaac Walton, for in 
these w aters abound almost every variety of the finny tribe. 
It is a fact that the lakes of northern Michigan are as yet 
little known; the pieturesqe scenery and the fishing and 
hunting grounds have been absorbed iu the greater attrac¬ 
tion of pine lumbering. Ninety-seven miles north of Grand 
Rapids, on the Hue of the Grand Rapids A Indiana Railroad, 
is located tbe village of Clam Lake, with its fifteen hundred 
population; four years ago the sight of this town was a pine 
forest. The location is on the bank of the Little Clam Lake, 
a body of water three miles iu lcogth by one in width, join¬ 
ing by a navigable canal Big Clam Lake. The shores of the 
lake arc heavily fringed with pine timber. For fishing the 
lakes are surpassed by but few places; the waters swarm 
with pike, bass, pickerell, nnd Muskelonge. In 1875 there 
was planted in these waters 25,000 white fish; this year 
20,000 salmon. Boats with guides can be hired at from fit 
to $5 per day, and hotel accommodations arc ample and of 
the best, at reasonable prices. The McKinnon House, a 
well-furnished hotel, the best in the village, charges f>3 per 
day, regular board from sjtti to $10 per week. This country 
is sparsely settled, and the forests abound in game, such as 
deer, bear, turkey and wolves; the fox-tailed wolf is quite 
plenty hereabouts. The lover of the rod and gun will be 
amply repaid for a visit to this section of the Stale. Tbe 
gentlemanly passenger agent of the Grand Rapids A Indiana 
Road, John II. Page, will afford tourists and sportsmen 
every facility possible, should they wish to visit the fishing 
and hunting'grounds oubis road.

Fishing Churls. 

ThefUulted States Fishery Commission, under the direction of Prof. 
Spencer F. Bulrd, has done much withiu a few years to settle disputed 
questions concerning the marine fauna of the American coasts, the hab¬ 
its and movemeuts of our migratory Ash. and the dangers to he appre¬ 
hended from over, unseasonable, and improper Ashing. The Sigual 
Service Corps has accomplished u beneficent work in establishing It* 

G ats aloug the coast to warn mariners of approaching storms, aud In 
dissemination of weather probabilities, li the combined service of 
tie- two hoards could be utilized to furnish flailing probabilities, so 
that our Ashing marine could make approximate calculations as to the 
prospect of success of different branches of the fisheries, it would be a 
boon indeed. The great dU*dv*&taf(ti of our loading interest is its un¬ 
certainty in various phases. 

Fish are capricious, aud though they seen) to follow certain general 
laws in their movement#, it is next to impossible to predict with any 
degree of certainty the probability of success in any single department 
of the fisheries. 

Such a plan is under consideration in Scotland, where a movement 
has been inaugurated looking to the acquiring of such information as 
shall prove of service to the herring fishermen on the Scotch const. The 
Commissioners of the Fishery Board of that country, conceiving the 
idea that the temperature of the sea and other meteorological influ¬ 
ences had something to do with the fluctuations of the herring fishery, 
instituted a series of experiments by which it was shown that during 
the periods when heavy catches of these flah were taken the thermome¬ 
ter was usually high and steady, the winds light or moderate, and elec¬ 
trical phenomena wanting: and that on the other hand when the catcli 
was small if was found that the barometer was low’, strong winds nnd 
unsettled weather prevailed, and thunder and lightning was frequent. 
The Commissioners of Irish Lights are engaged iu similar investiga¬ 
tions. and the German government has appointed a commission in con¬ 
nection with a Meteorological Committee, to inquire into the physical 
condition of tbe Baltic Sea. 

Science will yet give us a fishery chart of the courses followed hy fish 
in their migrations from place to place, and of the chance* of the suc¬ 
cessful pursuit of any particular fishery at n particular place and time.

Kuglish Fish. 


Tbi* week there arrived in New York quite an extensive collection of 
English fish, such as turbots, sole*, mackerel, etc., for exhibition at the 
Centennial In time. Mr. Moore, the curator of the Liverpool Library, 
who is collecting them in England, will have furnished the whole cata¬ 
logue of edible English fl*u The cod and uinckerel sent do not 
differ iu the least from those caught on our own coast, fu a former 
number we mentioned some apparent differences In tbe trout. We do 
not have any turbot, that is, the true English turbot in nnr waters. Up 
in the extreme North, uoar labrador, there is a fish somewhat 
resembling the English turbot, hnt not equal to It. Our Ijophopeetta 
Maculatai* called hy ns the spotted turbot, which sometimes having 
the word “spotted" omitted leads to the mistake The endeavor we 
thiuk is now being made, in the part of Professor Baird of tbe Smith¬ 
sonian. and Mr. Frank Buckland. of England, to introduce the turbot 
(u onr waters: As a table fish it takes (tie very highest rank, and is the 
rival ofltbe salmon. 

The Ralnhoir Fish. M. Carlonnier has been successful in breeding 
the most beautiful of all fish, the rainbow fish, Colisn , in France. The 
Paris Bulletin Hebdomairt has an interesting account of the fish, as 
detailed by M. Carlouuler. The niostcurloos part of their method, of 
breeding la tbe construction of the nest, In which the eggs are laid.
